Jo hn W. Ry an was d efeated in the 
electio n by Charles O. Vo gel by the 
bare majo rity o f six < v o tes. 
Vo gel 
was alread y ro ad su p erin ten d en t an d 
co u ld n o t serv e bo th o ffices, so gav e 
u p the o ne to which he was elected . 
An ap p o in tee o f the to wn ship tru stee 
q u alified , bu t Ry an co n ten d s he is 
n o t the ro ad su p erv iso r an d co n tin u es 
to atten d to the d u ties o f the o ffice. 
The ro ad grad er which is in the 
p o ssessio n o f Ry an is the o nly o ne in 
the ro ad d istrict. Vo gel wan ted to u se 
the grad er an d sen t his so n o v er a f­ 
ter it Mo nd ay . Ry an refu sed to let 
the bo y hav e it, acco rd in g to Vo gel, 
an d this mo rning 
Vo gel an d 
the 
to wn ship tru stee, Jo hn \Y. And erso n, 
wen t o v er to take p o ssessio n o f it. 
The to wn ship tru stee 
an d Vo gel 
■went in to the barn y ard this mo rning, 
an d were ex amining the grad er to see 
what rep airs it need ed 
when Ry an , 
acco rd in g to Vo gel, came o u t shakin g 
his fists an d o rd ered them to get o ff 
his p remises. 
Vo gel say s he an d the tru stee said 
they in ten d ed to take the grad er an d 
hav e it rep aired as they wished to 
u se it. 
Ry an was in fu riated at this, 
acco rd in g to \ o gel, an d stru ck at 
him with a han d sp ike. 
Vo gel say s 
that he d o d ged the blo w, bu t that the 
sp ike stru ck him a glan cin g blo w o n 
the head and kno cked his hat o ff. It 
d id no t make a flesh wo u nd . 
The tru stee an d 
Vo gel 
came to 
Ru shv ille, an d Tru stee An d erso n in ­ 
stitu ted p ro ceed in gs in the 
circu it 
co u rt to get p o ssessio n o f the grad er. 
The tru stee main tain s that Ry an has 
no right to co n tin u e as ro ad su p er­ 
v iso r, when he was d efeated , an d 
that he sho u ld giv e p o ssessessio n o f 
the grad er this mo rning rather than 
hav e tro u ble with him. 
There is a new grad er bo u ght fo r 
the so u thern d istrict, bu t it has no t 
y et arriv ed . 
As the o ne in Ry an ’s 
p o ssessio n is the o nly o ne which can 
be u sed at p resen t, an d it need s re­ 
p airs, the tru stee an d Vo gel in ten d ed 
to get it an d hav e it 
fix ed . 
The 
co mmissio ner in that 
d istrict to ld 
Vo gel the co u n ty wo u ld stan d the co st 
o f the rep airs. 
Ry an came tip fo r re-eleeteio n last 
December. There had been so me o p ­ 
p o sitio n to him, 
an d it 
d ev elo p ed 
when Vo gel was p laced in the field as 
a “d ark ho rse” an d wo n by siv v o tes. 
When it was learn ed Vo gel co u ld no t 
he ro ad su p erin ten d en t an d su p erv is­ 
o r, to o , the tru stee ap p o in ted Geo rge 
Keesling in his stead , an d he q u ali­ 
fied to serv e. 
Ry an 
maiu tain s he 
sho u ld serv e u n til his su ccesso r q u al- 
o fies, an d that Keesling is n o t his 
d u ly elected su ccesso r. *

time. Last May lie su ffered a stro ke 
an d it was tho u ght at that time he 
wo u ld n o t su rv iv e.

o f step p in g in to a carriage to be tak­ 
en to the grav e o f his wife, who d ied 
Jan u ary 10, 1904, when he su ffered 
that stro ke.

giv es the

to wn, In d ., Sep t. 13, 18 34, an d was a 
so n o f Mr. an d Mrs. Ben jamin Fran k­ 
lin, who were bu ried in West Map le­ 
wo o d cemetery . An d erso n . 
At the age o f twelv e y o u n g Fran k­ 
lin began wo rk in the o ffice o f his 
father, who p u blished the 
Western 
Refo rmer, which w-as 
merged with 
the Christian Age at Cin cin nati. Mr. 
Fran klin , therefo re, had early train ­ 
ing in p rin tin g an d p u blishing, al­ 
tho u gh he tu rn ed to the p u lp it. 
He 
jo in ed the Christian chu rch in 18 49, 
an d was bap tized by the Rev . I). S. 
Bu rn ett. Sarah E. Yan llo o k o f Co v ­ 
ingto n , Iv y ., became the wife o f Jo s­ 
ep h Fran klin , when lie was o nly nine 
teen y ears o ld .

Their report attracted partic­ 
u lar attention becau se of the high 
standing in the senate as lawy ers of 
most of the men who signed the mi­ 
nority docu ment.

Lafay ette, La., April 3.—Clementine 
Barnabet, a negress u nder arrest here, 
has, in a mo st amazing co nfessio n, 
cleared the m y stery that has su rro u nd­ 
ed the mu rders o f sev enteen negro es 
in western Ix misiana and has giv en 
clu es which are ex pected to fix the 
gu ilt fo r eighteen o thers in this state 
and Tex as, which hav e been charged 
to the my sterio u s “ax man.” 
Calmly and witho u t any ev ident ap­ 
preciatio n o f the awfu lness 
o f her 
blo o dy wo rk, the negress related in 
detail ho w she slew each family , tho 
metho ds she pu rsu ed in escaping de­ 
tectio n, and the aid she had in carry ­ 
ing o u t her plans. 
Yet, while Clem­ 
entine was willing to tell her o wn part 
In these crimes freely , she has, ev aded 
ev ery effo rt o f the au tho rities to learn 
the o ther members o f the fanatical 
band who assisted her in so me o f the 
crimes she co mmitted and who are be­ 
liev ed to be respo nsible fo r the o ther 
m u rders at 
Lake Charles and 
in 
Tex as. 
She declared that she killed the fo u r 
members o f the Randell family , who 
met death here last No v ember, fo u r 
members o f the Andru s family , who 
wrere killed her a y ear ago last Feb­ 
ru ary ; fiv e negro es at Ray ne, and fo u r 
negro es at Cro atley . 
The o ther v ic­ 
tims at Lake Charles and in Tex as, 
who w’ere killed since her arrest, were 
slain in ex actly the same manner, and 
the au tho rities think that they were 
the v ictims o f the u nnamed members 
o f the band o f fanatics that aided her 
in part o f her blo o dy wo rk. 
Thro u gho u t the su ccessio n o f mu r­ 
ders the theo ry o f the au tho rities has 
been that all o f the negro es who hav e 
been killed were the v ictims o f o ne 
band o f fanatics, o r o f o ne indiv idu al 
fanatic, and that they wrere members 
o f the “Chu rch o f Sacrifice.” 
This is 
a my sterio u s negro sect that is said 
to believ e in the sacrifice o f hu man 
liv es as a means o f secu ring immo r­ 
tality .

A pecu liar featu re o f the case is 
that Ray mo nd Barnabet. her father, 
w’as co nv icted cf the m u rder o f the 
Andru s family , she being the chief wit­ 
ness against him. 
Ray mo nd was sen- 
‘ tenccd to be hanged, bu t has been 
I granted a new trihl. She no w declares 
j that tier father is entirely inno cent o f 
the crime.
